EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS

DETAILS : 

The Washington Field Office in January, 19^9 > initiated an investi- 
gation of Lance Flippin Jeffers, Negro, in view of his employment as a copy* 
reader at the USSR Information Bulletin in Washington, D. C. Jeffers began 
his employment by the Bulletin in approximately May, 19U8, and was discharged 
on March 11, 19U9* for unknown reasons. His wife has been employed in the 
office of the Civil Rights Congress in Washington, D. C., and both he and 
his wife were arrested on October 10, 19U8* during a raid on a Henry Wallace 
Progressive Party Rally in Laborers Hall, 500 block of New Jersey Avenue, 
Washington, D. C., when seven of the individuals arrested were charged with 
either illegal liquor sales or operating a. lottery. The meeting was sponsored 
by the United Negro and Allied Veterans of America and the Veterans For 
Wallace. Jeffers and his wife were charged with disorderly conduct. The 
investigation of Lance Flippin Jeffers revealed that he was born November 28, 
1919, at Fremont, Nebraska, and after attending Santa Rosa Junior College, . 
Santa Rosa, California, and the University of San Francisco, studied at San 
Francisco State College from September 16, 1939 , to May 2U, 19 UO. He attended 
the University of California from August, I 9 I 1 O to May, 19^1 > when he was 
dismissed for scholastic deficiency.
